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When  used  for  1 00  iambs,  this  self-feeder  must  be 
filled  daily.  Daily  filling  keeps  the  pellets  or  ground 
feed  fresh  and  clean.  Self-feeding  works  best  when 
the  feeding  space  per  lamb  is  kept  down  to  1.5  to  2 
inches— about  Vs  the  space  required  for  hand-feeding. 

The  self-feeder  is  not  difficult  to  construct  by  the 
following  step-by-step  procedure:  (1 )  Cut  6  legs  and  3 
cross  pieces.  Nail  them  together  to  form  "U"  shapes. 
(2)  Mark  a  pattern  for  the  2x4  supports  for  the 
hopper  sides,  using  the  "U"  frame  to  mark  the  proper 
angle  for  the  cuts.  Mark  the  proper  notch  for  the  2x2 
floor  support  at  this  time.  (3)  Build  the  1x6  box  in- 
cluding the  end  extension  for  the  mineral  feeder.  Set 
the  box  in  the  "U"  frames.  Square  the  frames  and  nail 
the  box  in  place.  (4)  Build  the  bottom  on  2  X  2's. 
Locate  the  position  of  holes  for  the  hopper  supports  and 
cut  them  with  a  compass  saw  or  chisel.      (5)   Install 


hopper  supports  and  hopper  boards.  Install  the  feeder 
ends.  (6)  Nail  on  the  top  horizontal  braces.  (7)  Cut 
and  place  the  rafters  and  the  roof. 

In  areas  with  considerable  rainfall,  a  flexible  ridge 
cap  made  of  canvas,  asphalt  roofing,  or  heavy  plastic 
film  is  needed  to  avoid  water  seepage  at  the  ridge. 


A  large-scale  working  drawing  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural  engi- 
neer at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is  usually  a 
small  charge.
